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Enablement 

On paragraph 9 of the final Office Action, claims 1-4 and 7-14 were rejected 
under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of enablement. The Office Action stated that 
ihc specification is enabling for a polynucleotide comprising SEQ K) N0:1 or a 
polynucleotide encoding an amino acid sequence SEQ ID NO: 2. The Office Action also 
stated that the specification does not reasonably provide enablement for the broad scope 
of the claims. 

Applicants subniit that the rejection of claims 1-4 and 7-14 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
first paragraph, has been adequately addressed in view of the remarks set forth above. 
The Examiner is thus respectfully requested to withdraw the rejection.
